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Allied Bases Receive 
Month's Worst Attacks 


SAIGON (AP) _ The Viet 


Cong and North Vietnamese 
made their heaviest rocket and 
mortar attacks in more than a 
month over the weekend, shell- 
ing 72 allied bases and towns, 
the U.S. Command said today. 


Thirty-one of the 72 attacks 


reported between 8 a.m. Satur- 
day and 8 a.m. Monday caused 
casualties or damage, head- 
quarters said. Fifteen of the at- 
tacks were against U.S. units or 
installations. 


The U.S. Command said 10 


Americans were wounded. 


Incomplete reports said six 


Vietnamese were killed and 
about 35 were wounded. 


The attacks were the heaviest 


since Sept. 12-13, when a total of 
86 shellings were reported. 


Significant Attacks 


Official sources said the ene- 


my level of activity has been 
higher in recent weeks than dur- 
ing previous lull periods this 
year, although the number of 
American battlefield deaths is 
down. But they added that sig- 
nificant enemy ground attacks 
are still very few. 


"Small

Thieu Opposes 
Total Withdrawal 


Presence Needed as Communist Buffer 


SAIGON (AP) — President 


Nguyen Van Thieu said today 
the Vietnamese people "are de- 
termined to replace the bulk of 
the U.S. fighting units in 1970." 
But he added that all American 
troops cannot be withdrawn as 
long 
as 
North 
Vietnamese 


forces remain in South Vietnam. 


In a major policy speech to a 


joint session of South Vietnam's 
National Assembly and Senate, 
Thieu also said he thought that 


allied forces should remain in 
Vietnam as long as aggression 
threatens Southeast Asia. 


As Thieu spoke in Saigon, an- 


other 1,700 U.S. Marines from 
the 3rd Division boarded 
a 


troopship in Da Nang to sail for 
the United States, part of the 
35,000 American troops being 
withdrawn before Dec. 15. Their 
departure leaves 484,000 Ameri- 
can troops in Vietnam. 


"We, 
the Vietnamese people, 


are determined to replace the 
iulk of the U.S. fighting units in 
970," the president said in the 
fficial English translation of 
lis speech. 


Cannot Withdraw 


"The most important thing is 
hat the Free World and, first of 
all, the U.S. ally, should not let 
Vietnam fall into the Commu- 
nists' hands. And as long as the 
Communist aggressors from the 
Vorth still remain on the territo- 
rv of the Republic of Vietnam, 
he allied forces cannot with- 
draw from the Vietnamese ter- 
ritory. 


"As long as peace with guar- 


antees has not yet been restored 
n Vietnam and a new Commu- 
nist aggression is still threaten- 
ng this part of the world, I 
think that under whatever form, 
the Free World forces should re- 
main on this land." 


Thieu spoke for an hour and 


18 minutes, the longest public 
speech he has made since he 
came to power. 


He emphasized that he re- 


mains willing to negotiate an 
'acceptable" peace while deter- 
mined to avoid a coalition gov- 
ernment or surrender to the 
ommunists. 


Financial Assistance 


He asked for increased Amer- 


ican military and financial as- 
sistance to enable his govern 
ment to shoulder more of the 
burdens of the war. 


He outlined a series of domes 


tic programs to strengthen thi 
armv, improve such services a: 
education and reform govern 
ment administration. 


He drew applause from the 


largely conservative legislator 
several times, notably when he 
said: "We are determined to 
continue to fight to safeguard 
freedom and. democracy." 


Although he referred severa 


times to American public opin 
ion and aligned himself with 
President 
Nixon's 
policy o 


troop 
withdrawal, he 
made 


clear that he thinks complete 
U.S. withdrawal is a long waj 
off. 


He said that with enougl 


American economic assistance 
and the strengthening of South 
Vietnam's armed forces, now 
numbering more than one mil 
lion men, troop replacemen 
could continue. 


Not Yet Capable 


"However," he added, "we 


also want to make it clear tha' 
we, the Vietnamese 
people 


have not yet the capability to do

"The truth is that the Commu- 


nists are unable to do anything 
more," he said. "Even if they 
rant to, they cannot maintain 
e level of military activity as 
the past."

"kids" are at it again, doing 
their Vietnam thing, and it may 
be that President Nixon will wit- 
ness this month the most mas- 
sive concerted blast of popular 
dissent ever directed at an 
American president.

If all goes well, they hope his- 


tory will record that day as a 
watershed in participatory de- 
mocracy, a turning point in 
their country's philosophy of 


world leadership. They want it 
to be the day the people stood 
up and made something happen. 


If it works, they will give 


much credit to Nixon himself, 
who at 12:10 p.m. Friday, Sept. 
27, defied them by declaring at 
his news conference: "Under no 
circumstances whatever will I 
be affected by it." 


The mail and money pouring 


into the shabby Washington 
headquarters of the committee 
have nearly tripled since that 
presidential statement. 


"We couldn't believe he'd say 


that," said David Hawk, 26- 
year-old co-coordinator of the 
moratorium, speaking in barely 
concealed exultation. "But we 
couldn't have asked for more. 
The people didn't like that."

Besides bringing pressure to 


bear on Nixon for a troop with- 
drawal, Hawk said, a key objec- 
tive of Oct. 15 is to prepare for 
"an enlarged and lengthened 
moratorium for November." 


The committee started out 


with minimal funds from Ken- 
nedy and McCarthy supporters. 
Now it is receiving as many as 


1,000 
envelopes a day—most 


bearing gifts. The money pays 
for buttons, bumper stickers, of- 
fice rent, painting, and mini- 
mum subsistence salaries for 
the dozen or so regular morato- 
rium staff members. 


So busy is the office that no- 


body has stopped to count the 
money, or the volunteers who 
wander in daily to help with the 
mail and telephone calls.

Indirect Peace Talks on the Middle East 


United Nations officials once more are 


exerting themselves to try to find a 
solution to the Middle East conflict. 


According to the 
Egyptian 
foreign 


minister. Mahmoud Riad. indirect talks are 
going on — "we are doing here exactly the 
same thing we did in Rhodes." he has 
explained. He is referring to the negotia- 
tions that developed on the island of 
Rhodes in 1948 and 1949. Dr. Ralph Bunche 
was the United Nations mediator, after the 
assassination of Count Folke Bernadotte.

Much of the dispute now is political 


because of the instability of some Arab 
governments and past inflammatory state- 
ments by national leaders. Spokesmen for 
Egypt, in particular, insist that they cannot 
condone face to face talks with the Israelis, 
at least until the latter have withdrawn 
their troops. But this is in part aimed for 
local consumption. The Israelis in fact 
claim that they actually did have such talks 
during the negotiations on Rhodes although 
the Arabs strenuously deny it. 


Despite the agreement of twenty years 


aso. the major block to real peace in the 
Middle East has been the Arab refusal to 
concede that Israel is there to stay or that 
it should be. The Soviet Union, for its own 
purposes, has more recently put some of its 
weight behind the Arabs. This can only 
mean a prolongation of the conflict and the 
increased chance of it breaking out into 
wide open warfare once more. While Russia 
probably does not want the resumption of 
war since it would be put on the spot to 
help the Arabs even more, it does appear to 
savor the current situation because of the 
opportunity of gaining influence in the 
Middle East. 


In a visit to parts of the Middle East, 


Theodore Sorenson writes that the solution 
is "effecting a compromise peace treaty 
hammered out by both sides on the basis of 
present realities and future self-interest." 
There are indirect moves in this direction 
going on in New York but the outcome 
looks pretty vague. 


A Calm Voice 'Midst Sex Hysteria

After all the hysteria in some quarters 


about the so-called New Morality, charges 
of immorality against American youth, and 
the vehement and often ridiculous opposi- 
tion to family education in the schools, it is 
nice to read a reasoned and intelligent 
discourse on the subject. 


The author who comes to the defense of 


young 
people 
in 
g e n e r a l 
is no 


revolutionary. He is John D. Rockefeller 
III, a respected grandfather, and certainly 
not even remotely associated with the New 
Left or an advocate of nudie magazines 
and theater. 


Writing in Lrwk magazine,'Mr. Rocke- 


feller points out the disturbing relationship 
between puritanism and pornography in 
that the one begets the other and vice 
versa. "With their exaggerated notions of 
the role of sex in our daily lives, both the 
puritan and the pornographer miss the full, 
rich-meaning of the real human experience. 
The one, out of fear, attempts to deny our 
huraanness; the other, out of lust, degrades 
it. We badly 
need to discard these 


distortions and to place sex in its rightful 
perspective." 


To a considerable extent. Mr. Rockefel- 


ler believes that that is exactly what young 
people are doing today. "I believe that 
undeniably many young people in many 
ways are the advance guard into new 
behavioral territory in this complex and 
changing world and that we all would do 
well to observe carefully what they say and 
do... .To my mind, the true significance of 
the sex revolution is not whether there is 
more or less sex, but the emergence of a 
healthier attitude about sex, the bringing 
out into the open of what used to be 
needlessly hushed up and saddled with 
guilt 
Some of the experimentation of 


the young is a cause for concern for many 


older persons, as for example the 'unmar- 
ried marrieds.' But premarital sex was not 
invented by this generation. And marriage, 
the cornerstone of civilized society, re- 
mains as important as ever with the young. 
What is significant is that despite the 
freedom from convention and inhibition, 
their relations are not superficial." 


Mr. Rockefeller prefers to call the new 


morality the "new chivalry" where "the 
emphasis is on the 
specifically 
human 


characteristics of man and woman. Roman- 
tic love gives way to human love, a 
relationship in which each appreciates what 
the other brings to .it, each person feels 
responsible for the development of the 
other, and each feels the need to make the 
other's life fulfilling to the extent that he 
or she can . . Sex finally finds its perspec- 
tive as one key element within the rich, full 
range of human association." 


In a symposium titled "Christian Focus 


on Person," John Cramer, acting chairman 
of the Department 
of Sociology at St. 


Norbert College, expressed somewhat the 
same ideas. As reviewed by the St. Norbert 
Times, Mr. Cramer "explained that where 
an 
intersubjectivity 
exists 
between 
a 


couple, that is, they witness Christ in each 
other, a basis 
for true sexuality is 


formulated. In this type of relationship, the 
possibility of an individual to be exploited 
is nonexistent. This ability to see Christ, in 
others provides an immunity against the

Dr. Walter Peterson, 


librarian 
and 
professor of 


history at Lawrence Univer- 
sity, said when he opened the 
23rd annual Lecture Series 
sponsored by the Women of 
All Saints Episcopal Church 
Thursday morning at the par- 
ish center. 


In April of this year, Dr. 


P e t e r s o n accompanied a 
group of 15 newsmen on a 
tour of Venezuela sponsored 
by the North American Asso- 
ciation of Venezuela and the 
government of that country, 
as one of two consultants. 


"You might see a Rolls 


Royce pull up in front of a 
lovely restaurant," he con- 
tinued, "and a woman step 
out in a Paris gown, while 
just around the corner you 
will see children with the 
spindle-shank 
legs and the 


distended bellies of the mal- 
nourished." 


Highest Birth Rate 


A country of 10 million 


people, it has the highest birth 
rate in the world. "Officially, 
they admit to 3 5 per hundred 
per year," he said, 
"but 


unofficially, I was told, it is 
probably closer to 4.3." (The 
world average is 1.7.) 


Half of the population, he 


explained 
is 17 years 
or 


younger resulting in an inor- 
dinate tax burden for educa- 
tion and social services. 


"Our first reaction to this is 


that Venezuelans are a re- 
ligion-oriented people, but re- 
ligion is 'not the 
primary 


reason for the birth rate. 
More important is the impor- 
tance they place on manhood 
They give special accolade to 
the man who fathers two or 
three illegitimate c h i l d r e n 
prior to marriage and then 
has them by the dozen after- 
wards." 


He said that one Venezuelan 


told him, "Birth control is the 
psychological assassination of 
a man." 


Their religious attitude con- 


tributes to the contrast of the 
country, according to Dr Pe- 
terson. Thoue-h it is a Latin 
state and a Catholic country, 
its people are not active or 
visibly interested in religion. 


Continuous Dictators 


Through the centuries, until 


they kicked their last dictator 
out and set up a democratic 
government, the Venezuelans 
have lived under a continuous 
thread of dictatorships of one 
kind or another. 


The present leader of the 


country who has been in office 
only six months, a 53-year-old 
pleasant, 
scholarly 
lawyer, 


who h e a d s the moderate 
Christian Socialist party, won 
the election by a mere three- 
tenths of a percent. "It is a 
tribute 
to Venezuela," 
Dr. 


Peterson 
noted, 
"that the 


transition was made peace- 
fully." 


The government does not 


consider communism a prob- 
lem. In fact, he said, they 
think the people of the U.S. 
have a p a r a n o i d attitude

about c o m m u n i s m . Yet, 
though they insist communism 
is no threat, Dr. Peterson said 
during the time he was in the 
country he was never able to 
get on a college campus.

He said, too, 
that newspapers are notice- 
ably influenced by commu- 
nism. 


Using some of the highlights 


of Venezuelan history to ex- 
plain more about its people, 
Dr. Peterson said the Spanish 
first claimed it in 1498 when 
Christopher Columbus landed 
and again the following year 
when Alonso de Oieda. a man 
who had accompanied Colum- 
bus, sailed in Lake Mara- 
caibo. 


Filled With Disease 


The Spanish found the mud- 


dy, swampy 
coastal areas 


filled with disease and never 
did anything about developing 
it. "In fact, the Spanish gave 
the whole of the country to 
Germany as collateral for a 
loan and. because the Ger- 
mans couldn't do anything 
with it either, they gave it 
back to Spain." 


The Spanish did establish an 


agricultural society after that 
in the uplands, but finally in 
1811, 
the pot of revolution 


boiled over and the country 
freed 
itself. Simon Bolivar 


became something of a saint 
for his role in the revolution. 


Every town has a square 


named for him and the size of 
the square and the size of the 
statues are an indication of 
whether the town is rich or 
poor, he continued 


But the independence the 


country gained did very little 
for its development. ''In real- 
ity, the people traded in the 
Spanish for local dictators, 
the latter of which were often 
worse than the Spanish," he 
said. 


While the U. S. shot ahead 


in its 
development. Vene- 


zuelans sunk u n d e r the 
statues raised by the dictators 
in their own honor. Progress 
and development were limited 
until a British crew brought in 
the country's first oil well in 
December. 1922. 


But. Venezuela moved after 


that to being a one crop 
country with agriculture be- 
coming further depressed as 
many of those engaged in it 
began to move to the oil 
fields. 


OH Production 


The name of the

Although it is the third 


largest producer of oil in the 
world, behind the U. S. and 
the USSR, its oil reserves are 
expected to be depleted in 20.

f o r diversification. 


Through a development pro- 
gram, they have established a 
petro-chemical industry — a 
$400 million project, they are 
improving their farm prac- 
tices, developing an iron and 
steel industry and building a 
giant dam that will eventually 
generate enough power for the 
whole country. 


Although the country has 


made great strides in the past 
ten years, it still needs help 
from the United States. Point- 
ing to the problems facing the

The inspectors keep a trained 
iye out for hazards to life or 
property.

Is an operation needed im- 


mediately or may I postpone it 
for a few years with proper 
diet? I am only 29, so why 
would I have stones? 


I have also been troubled with 


colic in the last six months. 
Could that come from the gall 
stones? - Mrs. M. F. 


"Colic" covers a multitude of 


pains - 
sharp, paroxysmal 


pains in various tender parts of 
the anatomy. "Biliary colic" is 
the term for the often excruciat- 
ing pain as a small gall stone 
works its dreary way into the 
bile duct. Sure, your colic could 
have come from the stones! 


While gall stones aren't com- 


monly found at age 29, they still 
are not respecters of age. They 
can cause trouble while you are 
young, as you've found out. 


You say the X-rays show 
'massive" gall stones, but you 
can pretty nearly take it for 
granted that there are some 
smaller ones, too, and as (or if) 
some of them get into the bile 
duct but are just too large to 
move through easily, get ready 
for some more colic. 


Diet isn't going to give you 


any appreciable help. 


You are, very likely, going to 


have more painful troubles if 
you try to hang onto your gall 
bladder for a bit longer. 


You may even run into com-

plications that will make you 


I doubt that a diet would do 


you any good. Sometimes pa- 
tients resort to a diet that is 
low in fats and low in highly 
seasoned foods in the hope that 
it vnll prevent a certain amount 
of digestive distress, but frank- 
ly, I don't set great store by it. 
Maybe it helps a little; maybe 
it doesn't. But it will not get rid 
of the gall stones and will not 
prevent them from continuing to 
form.

develop from a crop of gall 
stones - a stone totally plug- 
ging the bile duct, causing lots 
of pain plus jaundice; inflam- 
mation of the gall bladder; or, 
in time, cancer, which is better

surgery if you try to wait too 
long. 


Finally, and maybe most sig- 


nificant to you, you aren't going 
to miss your gall bladder, full of 
stones and gravel, once it's 
gone.

"colic" as otherwise are likely.

withdrawn before Dec. 15. Their 
departure leaves 484,000 Ameri- 
can troops in Vietnam. 


"We, the Vietnamese people, 


are determined to replace the 
bulk of the U.S. fighting units in 
1970," the president said in the 
official English translation of 
his speech. 


Cannot Withdraw 


"The most important thing is 


that the Free World and, first of 
all, the U.S. ally, should not let 
Vietnam fall into the Commu- 
nists' hands. And as long as the 
Communist aggressors from the 
North still remain on the territo- 
rv of the Republic of Vietnam, 
the allied forces cannot with- 
draw from the Vietnamese ter- 
ritory. 


"As long as peace with guar- 


antees has not yet been restored 
i Vietnam and a new Commu- 
iist aggression is still threaten- 
ng this part of the world, I 
hink that under whatever form, 
he Free World forces should re- 
main on this land." 


Thieu spoke for an hour and 
8 minutes, the longest public 
speech he has made since he 
came to power. 


He emphasized that he re- 


mains willing to negotiate an 
'acceptable" peace while deter- 
mined to avoid a coalition gov- 
ernment or surrender to the 
Communists.

He asked for increased Amer- 


ican military and financial as- 
sistance to enable his govern- 
ment to shoulder more of the 
burdens of the war.

Gen. Carl C. Turner used his po- 
sition as the Army's provost 
marshal general to obtain hun- 
dreds of firearms from the po- 
lice departments of Chicago and 
Kansas City and sold many of 
them privately, a Senate inves- 
tigator testified today.

said Turner told the depart- 
ments he wanted the weapons 
for Army training and for dis- 
play in the military police 
museum.

"kids" are at it again, doing 
their Vietnam thing, and it may - 
be that President Nixon will wit- 
ness this month the most mas- 
sive concerted blast of popular 
dissent ever directed at an 
American president.

their enthusiasm for the task. 


They're a year older now, 


these young ones who worked 
for Bobby Kennedy and were 
thwarted by a bullet, who 
slaved for Gene McCarthy and 
were beaten back by orthodoxy.

better organized, and they've

And they are fired by a con- 


viction that, unlike 1968, the 
weight of public opinion is on 
their side when they say it's 
time for Nixon to bring the 
troops home. All the troops. 
Now. 


Moratorium Committee 


They are the, Vietnam Morato- 


rium Committee and its thou- 
sands of supporters recruited 
across the land for the first day 
of moratorium—Wednesday, the 
15th of October 1989. 


If all goes well, they hope his- 


tory will record that day as a 
watershed in participatory de- 
mocracy, a turning point in 
their country's philosophy of 


world leadership. They want it 
to be the day the people stood 
up and made something happen. 


If it works, they will give 


much cvredit to Nixon himself, 
who at 12:10 p.m. Friday, Sept. 
27, defied them by declaring at 
his news conference: "Under no 
circumstances whatever will I 
be affected by it."
